Congressman Symts, of Colorado, ad- 


dressed the House Wednesday iu oppo- 
sition to the suspension ot the silver 
dollar coinnge. He ridiculed the asser- 
tion made by the President and Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Hut the silTer dol- 
lar could not be made to circulate, and 
declared that the coiuaje and legal 
tender laws, had been willfully violated 
by the executive officers «f the Govern- 
mect. Admitting, for the sake of the 
argument, that the snperseusitive idea 
of the Secretary of the Treasury justified 
Mm in paying "11 the interest on bond« 
in gold, whst excuse was there for his 
not paying out the silver dollar for a 
poraoii of the ordii ..ry expenditures of 
the Government? Tne interest on the 
public debt was aii..ut $4,000,000 a 
month, leaving $20,000,000 to be paid 
for ordinary expenses. The Secretary 
of the Treasury had stated that he was 
making an effort to put the silver dollar 
iu circulation. 
Why then i»as not such 


an amount of silver paid out as would 
reduce the accumulation in the vaults? 
Would poor pensioners, or sailors, or 
•oldiers 
or the

Not at all. 


Theo it was a false pretense for the 
Secretary to say that he was making an 
unsuccessful attempt to put silver in 
circulation. 
The false outcry that the 


people would not ruceive the silver dol- 
lar was made for the purpose of deceiv- 
ing the people. It was made in pursu- 
ance of a great conspiracy, formed of 
the bondholders, capitalists aud mono- 
metallists of the money centers to de- 
monetize cue-half of the metal mr>n«:y 
of the world, and it was a mutter of 
serious public concern that the highest 
officials of the Government were aiding 
this conspiracy by violating the plain 
letter and spirit of the law. Iu August 
last the Treasurer and bis assistants, 
the inono-metallists, had tried to get up 
a scare by saving the gold reserve of the, 
Treasury was last disappearing, while 
tbe fact was that it, was increasing.

The 'Washington correspondent of the 


New York World (a paper on the fence 
in regard to the silver question) writes 
aa follows:
